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McCARTHYISM IN WILMINGTON 

The people of Wilmington were treated to a 
most disgraceful exhibition last Saturday, as 
one man was tried, not by e jury of his peers, 
but by hand bills and sonnd truck. The oppo- 
nents of the Town Manager Plan, having tried 
for weeks to find something wrong with the Town 
Manager's business within the Town Hall — hav- 
ing searched, with imported writers, his pro- 
ceedure on purchasing, bids, and everything 
else, descended to the depths, and attacked a 
part time business he is conducting on the side 

It is notable that the Baldwin Club, which 
fought the fight of the good people, had as 
their slogan "Not the Man but the Plan’. This 
is even more noticeable after the actions of 
the Termites, “and the Democratic Machine. 

Without trying to find Mr. Calabrese either 
guilty or innocent of the charges so brutally 
hawked about by Fred Cain and others, may we 
point out that he is not the only man who has 
done work outside his regular job, and with no 
detriment to his regular job. 

In a store in Wilmington square we can see 
Post Office Clerks working after hours. In ga- 
rages in Wilmington we can see Wilmington Fire- 
men working, on their own time. On the highways 
of Wilmington we can see members of the Wilming: 
ton Police Department working for a private 
contractor.

THE TOWN MEETING 

The election of last Saturday completed Part 
I of the annual Town Meeting. Part II comes up 
next Saturday afternoon, and if we are lucky, 
will be finished on the same day. It could drag 
on into an "adjourned" meeting, meaning that 
part of it will have to be argued out at a la- 
ter date, probably the Saturday following, but 
this is only a possibility. There are only 38 
articles in the entire warrant, and we should 
finish in one day. 

The Meeting 

The meeting will open at 1:30 pm. Attorney 
Simon Cutter, the Moderator, will be in charge. 
He will probably ask a clergyman to lead in 
prayer, after which Article 2 will be the first 
order of business. As it implies, it is to hear 
the reports of committees. We have the Fire 
Alarm Extension Committee, the High School 
Building Committee, and the Permanent Building 
Committee, all of whom will probably be heard

the money is being spent all the year, hence 
the need to borrow. A usual article. 

Article 4 is the time when the voter holds 
the purse strings. The Town Manager has propos- 
ed the salaries to be paid the town employees. 
The Finance Committee has added its two cents 
worth. The voters now vote, or disapprove. 98% 
of the time there is no argument. 

Articles 6, 7, 8 

This is Permissive Legislation, by means of 
which our Veterans Organizations are subsidized 
each year by the town or city where they exist. 
Every two or three years we get a "rhubarb" in 
this part of the meeting. 

Article 9 is to provide $100 for 4H club 
work. Article 10 is for new street lights. Ever 
y year people petition for new street lights, 
and the Selectmen in their spare time go and 
see if they are needed. Sometimes they don't 
have the chance to see, as happened on Dunton 
road last year, where lights got voted in for 
practically every pole. A couple of years ago 
the street lights cost us $13 a year. We don't 
know if there has been any increase recently in 
costs. 

Article 11 proposes to buy two new cruisers 
for the Police Department, and Article 12 a new 
truck for the Highway Department. 

Article 13 is a new proposition. The Town 
Manager wants to have a check list of what pro- 
perty the town owns. We don't have one at the 
present time. 

Article 14 is a regular one. Bills which the 
town must pay are sometimes late in being sub- 
mitted, and this is the only way the money can 
be legally voted. 

Article 15 is a proposal for a municipal ge- 
rage. We may hear a lot of oratory on the sub- 
ject. The original proposal was to have this 
off Federal Street, but it seems the neighbors 
object. 

Article 16 is for a drain on one of the 
streets in the cemetary, and Article 17 for the 
purpose of extending the fire alarm system to 
those schools which have not yet been connected 
We don't think there will be any argument. 

Article 18 is asking for $400 to pay for a 
part of the engineering for our sewer line. The 
Federal Government paid for the greatest part 
of this work. We have to pay a little. 

Article 19 is a long one, but will probably 
be very short as far as discussion goes. It is a 
by-law to give the Police power to control motor 
boats on Silver Lake. Everyone, we think, is for 
this. Article 20 is to sell back to the former 
owner part of the land which was taken from him 
to build the new water tower, down off Hillside 
Way. It formalizes an agreement already made. 

Articles 21, 22, 23 and 24 are so-called Per-' 
missive Legislation, by which the town votes to 
let the State rules apply to the situation in 
each question. The cops want eight days off, 
each year, for the eight holidays they work, or 
else pay for the eight days, under Article 21. 
The Firemen want the same thing, to all intents 
jand purposes, in Article 22. 
Article 23 is submitted by the Welfare Agent, 
lwho reports that he cannot get a girl to act as 


it because it is. Permissive Legislation. 
believes it will save the town money, because of 
more financial returns from the Federal Govern- 
ment. 
= Article 24 is a request by the Fire Depart- 
ment for adoption of Permissive Legislation that 
wil] increase their pay to about $5000 a year. 

Articles 25, 26 and 27 are all about the same 
thing - our Police Station. They will have to be 
considered seperately, but the town should act 
ion them all in the same way- "

The water problem is bad, in back, because 
the land is lower than Silver Lake.
